Conflict of Viewpoint 


Our representative at the NASRC’s Uni- 
form Rules Committee meeting in New 
Jersey last week-end was R. W. P. John- 
ston, and his account of the proceedings 
begins on page 1119 of this issue, in a 
spot we had been reserving for our guest 
editorialists. The absence of an editorial 
is attributable to the length of our writer’s 
story. 

In defense of Mr. Johnston, we must 
admit that he undertook the writing of 
this piece with more than usual reluctance. 
“They didn’t do anything, and they didn’t 
say anything that they hadn’t said before,” 
Johnston said after returning from Cam- 
den. It was decided over coffee, however, 
to go on with the thing at some length, for 
if no other useful purpose was served, at 
least we would have illustrated the futility 
of trying to compromise viewpoints among 
men irrevocably committed in advance to 
opposite sides. 

Johnston, although he was disappointed 
that the meeting was not more productive. 
~The

philosophy of permissive medication. I 
don’t see how they can avoid it. 

“T gathered that hardly anyone in racing 
really held the opinion that very many of 
our horses can run without some medica- 
tion. Nor does anyone deny the common- 
sense prohibition of narcotics, stimulants, 
depressants, and local anesthetics. It is 
the necessity for ruling on analgesics (and 
specifically, at this time, Butazolidin) 
that was causing the present difficulty. 

“It seems to me somewhat unrealistic to 
take stands on the ‘philosophies’ of per- 
missive and prohibitive lists when the 
Thoroughbred Research Committee and 
the Uniform Rules Committee (and the 
HBPA) seem to be in complete agreement 
that a 48-hour rule should be abandoned. 
And they seemed in complete agreement 
that Section 1 of the Curry Committee’s 
proposed rule was satisfactory. 

“Tt makes sense to me that if anyone 
admits that a 48-hour rule is totally un- 
satisfactory, and that many horses do re- 
quire helpful medication, then someone 
must rule on just which medications are 
helpful to the horse without affecting the 
betting interests of the public. 

“Eventually they’re going to get around 
to this. But there’s going to have to be a 
little give and take on both sides.”

The Medication lissue 


Currymen Sent Amay 
Io Write Again 


By R. W. P. Johnston 


CampeENn. N. J., In its first public con- 
frontation with the issue of Butazolidin, 
the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners, meeting in convention 
last March at Mexico City, voted un- 
animously to continue prohibitions against 
any preparation which could affect the 
racing qualities of a horse. One by one 
the racing commissions had been ruling 
against the drug, and the NASRC hoped 
that, having taken this stand as a body, 
it could put Butazolidin out of mind. 

But it didn’t work that way. Kentucky, 
which had seen no necessity for singling 
out this one commercial drug, chose to 
stand pat, pending further evidence, and 
3 months later the Illinois Racing Board, 
which had not been represented at 
Mexico City, decided that it would allow 
the drug to be used throughout its 
jurisdiction. What once had been a family 
disagreement suddenly became a_ full- 
blown public controversy. 

In the meantime, NASRC president 
Benjamin T. Poxson, hoping to bring 
some order to the confusion, had ap- 
pointed a Thoroughbred Research Com- 
mittee and had charged it with a re- 
examination of the whole philosophy of 
medication. The committee, with Neil 
J. Curry as chairman, was to draft a 
proposed corrupt-practices rule for con- 
sideration of the NASRC’s Uniform Rules 
Committee. Then, if the rules committee 
found the proposal acceptable, it would 
recommend it to the member commissions 
for adoption. 

The Thoroughbred Research Committee 
labored for 314 months on the con- 
struction of an acceptable rule, and on 
the morning of October 23 at the Cherry 
Hill Inn, Camden, N. J., it put its 
finished product before the Uniform 
Rules Committee. The rule never had a 
chance; even some of those over whose 
name it was submitted rose to condemn it. 


After a 4-hour debate and an hour-long 
closed executive session, the rule-writing 
committee was told to start all over again. 


Curry, called upon by chairman Mal- 
come Lowe (W. Va.) to present his 
group’s recommendations, explained first 
that his committee was opposed to a 
48-hour rule, and printed copies of 8 
arguments against such a rule were dis- 
tributed to those in attendance. In sub- 
stance the arguments, which were listed 
above the printed signature of Marshall 
Cassidy, stated that different horses eli- 
minated the same drug differently, that 
the same horse at different times would 
eliminate the same drug differently, and 
that the time for complete elimination of 
a drug would be influenced by the type 
of training that was given to the horse 
prior to a race. Furthermore, tests for 
drugs are qualitive and not quantitative; 
there is no way to determine the exact 
hour the drug was given. The paper said 
the rule was opposed to the best interests 
of the betting public and to honest horse- 
men because unscrupulous persons could 
use it as a defense. 


Irving Gushen, national president of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association, said that horsemen were 
in favor of the abolishment of the 48- 
hour rule. There were no other questions 
or comments on this recommendation and 
the committee seemed in general agree- 
ment. 


Curry went on to say that the Thorough- 
bred Research Committee had concluded 
that in a corrupt-practices rule the term 
drug should be widely defined as any 
chemical agent which affects living pro- 
toplasm. A rule should include clear pro- 
visions for and immediate investigation 
of positive laboratory samples, but with- 
out first announcing the matter to the

The Gold Cu 
Kelso’s Clair 


There doesn’t seem to be another horse 
in the land which can beat Kelso at this 
time. and his surprisingly easy victory 
in the Jockey Club Gold Cup. following 
hard on his successes in the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup and Lawrence Realization, 
probably will make him “horse of the 
year.” 

The fact that he did not open his 
campaign until late-June, by which time 
Bald Eagle had tailed off and Bally 
Ache had sustained the first of 2 crip- 
pling injuries, probably will not weigh 
very heavily against him. 

Kelso went into the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup with a sparkling past-performance 
line which showed 7 victories in 8 starts 
this year, with total seasonal earnings of 
$223.105. Only once. in the one-mile 
Jerome Handicap, had his winning mar- 
gin been less than a length, and on this 
occasion he had run one of his few come- 
from-behind races to beat the fleet Care- 
less John by a head in the last strides. 
He won the 1,;-mile Choice Stakes by 
a growing 7 lengths from Careless John. 
the 114-mile Discovery Handicap by 114 
lengths from Careless John, the 15¢-mile 
Lawrence Realization by 41% lengths from 
Tompion, and the 114-mile Hawthorne 
Gold Cup by 6 lengths over Heroshogala. 

So impressive had he been, the Aque- 
duct players made him a 4-to-5 favorite 
in the Gold Cup. Bald Eagle. running with 
stablemate Tooth and Nail. for the first 
time this year took a back seat, going 
to the post as the second choice of the 
betters at 5 to 2. 

Tooth and Nail driven by Angel Yeaza. 
did what was expected of him, going on 
the pace and trying to lure the other 
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runners along. The opposing — riders, 
however, would have none of this, and 
Tooth and Nail tantalizingly opened a 
lead of 8 lengths in the first half-mile 
(:4725). 12 lengths in the first 6 fur- 
longs (1:1215), and by this time Eddie 
Arearo had put Kelso into second place. 
Manuel Yeaza, on Bald Eagle. was wait- 
ing about 4 lengths farther back. 

Tooth and Nail now began to come back 
to the others, although his advantage 
over Kelso at the end of a mile (1:3714) 
still was a husky 5 lengths. Scarcely any- 
one worried much about that, however. the 
front-runner quite obviously had been 
used too generously. On the other hand, 
a challenge now was developing from 
another quarter: *Don Poggio, which 
recently had taken the Merchants’ and 
Citizens’ and Manhattan Handicaps, had 
ranged up into second place, leading 
Kelso by a length and a _ half. Bald 
Eagle was going easily less than 2 lengths 
behind the favorite. 

Tooth and Nail quit rather abruptly 
now, and going into the far turn the lead 
was *Don Poggio’s. Kelso clung en- 
dearingly to the leader, and at the top 
of the stretch Arcaro indicated quite 
pointedly that he now expected his horse 
to get about the job at hand. M. Ycaza 
tried to bestir Bald Eagle into a little 
action, but it was not forthcoming. 


*Don Poggio hung on for all he was 
worth, but when Kelso went into high 
gear there was nothing he could do about 
it. The Your Host gelding was a length 
on top at the eighth-pole, and 31% lengths 
on top at the wire. Ten lengths farther 
back came a struggling Bald Eagle. suf- 
fering his worst defeat of the year. 

Kelso’s time for the 2 miles was 3:1924, 
245 seconds faster than Aqueduct’s track 
record and a second faster than Nashua’s 
American record. set in the 1956 Gold 
Cup. run then at Belmont Park. 


Asked by newsmen what he now 
thought of Kelso, there was nothing else 
for Arcaro to say but “he’s the best 
horse in America today.” 

Kelso had been invited to participate in 
the Washington, D. C., International, at 
Laurel on November 11, but his accept- 
ance is doubtful. The gelding had been 
bothered with stifle trouble at 2, and 
trainer C. H. Hanford, with this in mind,

*Wolfram, a good winner last year in France, drew away from King Grail in the 
final sixteenth of the second division of the New York Handicap and scored by 
1% lengths.

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has hesitated to give the horse too many 
races close together. 


As for Bald Eagle, he continues to be a 
problem to trainer Woody Stephens. At 
one point earlier in the year, there wasn’t 
another runner which could touch the 
*Nasrullah horse, and he won consecu- 
tively the Widener, Gulfstream Park, and 
Metropolitan Handicaps. True, he won 
the Aqueduct Handicap on September 5, 
but for the most part his specialty has 
been to keep the winner honest. He was 
second in the Man o’ War Handicap, third 
in the Woodward Stakes, fourth in the 
Suburban and Brooklyn Handicaps. 


Stephens, while insisting that his charge 
is as good as ever, thought that Bald 
Eagle had not appreciated the sloppy 
track which prevailed for the Gold Cup. 
But the tracks haven’t all been sloppy. 
Best guess is that Bald Eagle simply is 
growing tired of it all.

Still Trying 


Dattas. Leaders of the Texas Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association believe they 
have the best chance of returning pari- 
mutuel wagering to Texas since it was 
voted out in 1937.

Berry, Democratic nominee for state 
representative from San Antonio (Bexar 
County). Berry, who owns and _ races 
Thoroughbreds. is preparing a bill calling 
for a constitutional amendment that would 
legalize pari-mutuel betting on Thorough- 
breds and registered Quarter Horses. If 
approved by the State Legislature during 
its January-February session of 1961. the 
proposed amendment would be submitted 
to a state-wide popular vote in the 1962 
November elections.

Financially, the campaign for racing 
is being sparked by an enthusiastic Ways 
znd Means Committee chairman, Fred- 
erick E. Wagner. dynamic Dallas business 
executive and Thoroughbred owner. 
Wagner. whose stable is racing in Cali- 
fornia, also is lending his influence in 
the TTBA’s bid for public support and 
political influence throughout Texas in 
behalf of the proposed  pari-mutuel 
legislation. A popular Dallas businessman, 
he is president of Williams and Wagner 
Construction Company, Eldorado Oil 
and Gas Company, Sovereign Develop- 
ment Corporation, and Williams and 
Wagner Investments, Inc. 


Wagner recently imported the thorough- 
breds *Chimorro and *Terciopelo from 
the Argentine. and despite his busy 
schedule he flies every other week-end to 
California to watch his horses in train- 
ing. 

Berry. 61-year-old San Antonio oWner 
and retired businessman, made his first 
start in politics this year. In the Demo- 
cratic primary of July he ran on an out- 
right platform of “bringing pari-mutuel 
betting on Thoroughbreds back to Texas.” 


That Texans—at least, those living in 
San Antonio—want racing returned was 
evidenced by Berry’s total of 38.000 votes, 
and his 7.474-vote victory over his op- 
ponent. who was seeking his second term 
(which Bexar County historically gives). 
Berry’s opponent also was past president 
of the San Antonio Bar Association, 
American Legion commander, Boy Scout 
executive. and an outstanding lay leader 
in the church. 

Berry has received the warm support 
of the TTBA, which is headed by Dr. 
Thomas M. Johnson. of Del Rio. 

On November 8 Berry faces Henry 
Catto Jr.. the Republican nominee. Berry 
claims that San Antonio ministers. by and 


large, are trying to elect his Republican 
opponent in order to thwart the intro- 
duction of racing legislation. Catto is not 
in favor of racing. 

Even his opponent cannot accuse Berry 
of lacking in nerve. On October 13 he ap- 
peared voluntarily before some 100 mem- 
bers and guests of the San Antonio 
Ministers Association to explain his bill 
and to ask the churchmen to vote for him. 

Berry told the clergymen that if he 
was elected they would have 2 cracks 
at his proposed legislation: they could 
vote on it first when it came up for con- 
sideration as a constitutional amendment 
and again when Bexar County voters 
held an election to decide if they wanted 
racing in the county. The ministers didn’t 
appear too enthusiastic.

KENTUCKY 
Death of Bally Ache 


A crippled Bally Ache on Sunday after- 
noon, October 23, arrived at Robert A. 
Alexander III’s Bosque Bonita Farm, 
near Versailles, Ky., where he was to 
begin his duties at stud, and on Friday 
evening. 5 days later, he died of an acute 
inflammation of the digestive tract. 


Atty. Joseph L. Arnold, one of the 
Turfland syndicate which had purchased 
the colt from Leonard Fruchtman for 
$1,250,000 a week before his victory in 
the Preakness, said the animal had been 
insured for $1,000,000. 

Insurance executive Milton Wise told 
newsmen in New York, “We had a com- 
mittee of veterinarians with the horse 
after he broke down in Chicago (on 
October 8). and one (Dr. Paul Mitchell) 
accompanied him to Kentucky and was 
with the horse when he died. When their 
reports arrive that everything is in order, 
the policy will be processed and paid off 
shortly.” 

Bally Ache’s untimely death put an end 
to one of the American Turf’s most in- 
teresting careers. Bred by Marvin and 
Alan Gaines at Twin Oaks Farm, Walton, 
Ky., Bally Ache and another youngster 
were bought privately as yearlings for 
$2.500 each, and the next year the *Bally- 
dam colt developed into the season’s 
most consistent top-class runner. He 
took a division of the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes and the Comely, Juvenile, May- 
flower, and Great American Stakes, and 
was second, each time beaten by no more 
than a_half-length, in the Arlington 
Futurity, Sapling Stakes, Washington 
Park Futurity, World’s Playground Stakes, 
and Garden State Stakes. Only in his first 
start had he been unplaced, and at year’s 
end Frank E. Kilroe gave him 122 pounds 
in the Experimental Free Handicap, be- 
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hind only Warfare, Venetian Way, and 
Tompion. 

It had been generally predicted that. 
as the distances stretched out. the colt 
would not be able to go on, but what- 
ever shortcomings there were in_ his 
stamina was generously compensated for 
by a stout determination, a refusal to 
bend when put under pressure. 

Bally Ache opened his  3-year-old 
campaign with victories in the Hibiscus, 
Bahamas. and Flamingo Stakes. then won 
the Florida Derby. He was second to 
Venetian Way in the Kentucky Derby and 
was an easy winner of the Preakness. He 
took the Jersey Derby in a thrilling en- 
counter with Tompion. but while pre- 
paring for the Belmont Stakes he wrench- 
ed an ankle and was held out of com- 
petition for about 3 months. 

Returned to racing early in September, 
he won his first 2 encounters, overnight 
affairs in preparation for the United 
Nations Handicap. but his prolonged lay- 
off told on him in the 1is-mile U. N., in 
which he surrendered a lead in mid-stretch 
to finish third to T. V. Lark and Sword 
Dancer, beaten about 2% lengths. The 
stable then sent him to Chicago for the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup, and in a 9-furlong 
tune-up on the afternoon of October 8 
he broke down severely, finishing un- 
placed for only the second time in a 31- 
race career. 

The injury was diagnosed as a danger- 
ous separation of the fetlock joint, and 
the right fore leg was put in a cast. Com- 
plications attendant to the injury “and 
a 3-week course of medication took their 
toll; when the horse arrived in Ken- 
tucky he was listless and far under his 
normal weight. 

The $2,500 yearling had rewarded his 
owners with $758,522, from 16 victories 
and 13 placings in 31 starts.

More Days, Night Racing 
The Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico) 


has submitted to a legislative committee 
on racing a 7-point program for improve- 
ment of racing economics in Maryland. 

1. First consideration in policy and 
planning should be given the 3 major 
tracks, Pimlico, Laurel, and Bowie. 

2. The racing season on the major 
circuit should be lengthened from 120 
days to 160 days, thereby adding to state 
revenue, sustaining local payrolls, and 
increasing total purses and_ breeders’ 
awards. 

3. In allocating racing dates for an 
extended season, the state should con- 
tinue to employ split meetings, thereby 
preventing 1 or 2 of the tracks from 
monopolizing the most lucrative days. 

4. The current order of meetings should

be adhered to in order not to disturb 
the historical stakes races. 

5. A committee representing the major 
tracks and the Maryland State Racing 
Commission should meet with its counter- 
part in Delaware “to discuss the feasa- 
bility of closer co-operation in matters of 
scheduling and racing opportunities offer- 
ed horsemen.” 

6. The state should allot one-half of 1 
per cent of its share of revenue “to go 
into purses in addition to the amount 
which the tracks presently put into purses 
from their share of the mutuel take-out.” 

7. If night racing is given a trial in 
Maryland, it should be at one of the 
major tracks. 

Concerning the value to Maryland rac- 
ing from an allotment of state revenue 
to purses, the report said: “The major- 
circuit Maryland tracks have an agree- 
ment with the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association which guarantees 
the horsemen 48 per cent of the track’s 
share (7 per cent) of the total ... 
New York has no formal agreement with 
the HPBA because of large volume, but 
voluntarily maintains a formula based 
on an average of 43 per cent. New Jersey’s 
agreement with the HBPA is based on a 
43.5 per cent formula ... . Yet, despite 
Maryland’s greater percentage for purses, 
the aggregate here falls short of those in 
New York, New Jersey, and elsewhere. 
This is because of the greater volume of 
their handle .. . . According to statistics 

the daily average net distribution 
of overnight purses in 1959 was $38,020 
in New York, $32,057 in New Jersey 
and $26,017 in Maryland. It is plain to 
see the disadvantageous position in which 
this places Maryland in attracting horse- 
men. However, based on a daily average

wagering in 1959 in Maryland of $1,030,- 
051, one-half of 1 per cent would be 
$5.150. This sum, taken from the state’s 
share of the mutuel handle and added 
to the sum actually paid by the tracks 
would total $31,167, or only $890 daily 
less than New Jersey. Clearly under this 
arrangement Maryland would have been 
placed in a competitive position of 
equality to New Jersey and in a much 
more favorable relation to New York.” 


The paper went on to add that the 
state could more than afford this 
generosity from increases which would 
accrue to it from extra racing days. 

Pimlico’s position on night racing: “If 
it is this committee’s desire that night 
flat racing be given a trial, it is sug- 
gested that such experimentation take 
place at one of the present major mile 
tracks. Only these plants have the exist- 
ing physical facilities to offer such a 
novel concept to the public in comfort- 
able and commodious surroundings con- 
ducive to attaining a satisfactory public 
acceptance, response and_ long-range 
success. Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico could 
be inexpensively and quickly converted 
for such an effort. To offer such a vast 
experiment under lesser circumstances 
would immeasurably increase its chance 
of failure locally and might eliminate it 
as a consideration in Maryland for years 
to come. Night racing, if it is to come, 
should be the road to new vistas of racing 
prosperity and not a stop-gap measure 
to temporarily salve a purely parochial 
problem. Pimlico is ready to co-operate 
in any such experiment, offering a 
geographical location within walking dis- 
tance of 25,000 persons and within 20 
minutes driving iime of a 1,000,000-plus 
population center.”

Carry Back, winner of the Cowdin Stakes on 
October 3 was favored for the Champagne Stakes 
on October 15, but he finished last after sulking 
at the start, while Harbor View Farm’s entry of 
Roving Minstrel and Garwol took first and second 
money, finishing a nose apart. 

Breeder and trainer J. A. Price then tried Carry 
Back in a division of the Garden State Trial 
Purse, on October 22. The colt broke promptly, 
was taken back when he got into close quarters on 
the final turn, but closed strongly, finishing fifth, 
beaten three-quarters of a length by Intensive. 
Price then put up $10,000, making Carry Back 
a supplementary nominee for the Garden State 
Stakes. Roving Minstrel, the only other supple- 
mentary nominee in the 15-horse field, was a 
part of the favored entry at 5-2. 


Carry Back broke slowly and raced in 14th 
place for the first quarter, but approaching the 
far turn turn he began to make up ground. He 
was taken to the outside passing the quarter- 
pole, took the lead entering the stretch, and 
quickly drew away, winning by 3% lengths. The 
rider of Ambiopoise, which finished second, 
claimed a foul against the winner, but the order 
of finsh remained unchanged. Fourth choice, 
Carry Back paid $18.40. His time of 1:46% on 
the sloppy track was 34% seconds slower than the 
record for the event, and 3% seconds slower 
than Warfare’s time last year, when the track 
was also sloppy. 

Price, who retired 5 years ago at the age of 
48 as general manager of a family-owned machinery 
manufacturing company in Cleveland to train 
his own horses, owned a farm several years ago 
in Ohio, where he bred and boarded a few horses. 
Joppy, the dam of Carry Back, was one of the 
boarders, and her owner sold her to Price for 
$150 in cash and settlement of a $150 board bill. 
Shortly thereafter Price decided to sell the farm 
and ship his 3 mares to Florida, but first he 
accepted an opportunity to breed to Saggy on a 
“package deal.” The mares were first sent to 
Maryland, and Joppy conceived to the cover of 
Saggy, producing Carry Back the following 
spring at Ocala Stud in Florida. Before the 
Garden State Stakes, Price had reportedly turn- 
ed down offers of “over $150,000" for Carry 
Back. 

Saggy, with one other stakes winner this year, 
stands at County Life Farm, Bel Air, Md. 
Pedigree and family notes were in The Blood- 
Horse of October 15, page 936.

“There’s no doubt about it: he’s the best horse 
in America today,’ said Eddie Arcaro shortly after 
Kelso had established a new American track record 
in the weight-for-age, 2-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. 

“He can beat anything at any distance,” the 
veteran rider added. 

Arcaro did, indeed, seem to be right. The Your 
Host gelding, taken out of training by a touchy 
stifle after 3 races last year, this year had defeat- 
ed good 6-furlong horses by 10 lengths at Mon- 
mouth Park, had run a mile faster than any 
3-year-old in the history of New York racing, 
and had equaled Man o’ War’s 40-year-old track 
record while winning the 15¢-mile Lawrence Reali- 
zation by an easy 4% lengths. 

Kelso was a 4-to-5 favorite for the Gold Cup, 
and Cain Hoy Stable’s powerful entry of Bald 
Eagle and Tooth and Nail was 5 to 2. It was 
obvious from the start that the front-running Tooth 
and Nail was being used to set up the field for 
his late-closing stablemate, but Arcaro would not 
fall for this. While Tooth and Nail opened up 
about a dozen lengths in the first 6 furlongs 
(1:12%), Arcaro sat confidently in third place, 
a length to the rear of *Don Poggio.

public, and the stewards should issue 
penalties upon the proof of negligence, 
he said. The committee agreed that a 
corrupt-practices rule should make the 
trainer the “absolute insurer” of the 
condition of a horse entered in a race, re- 
gardless of the acts of third parties. Pro- 
hibitions against the possession of 
hypodermic equipment and provisions for 
search and seizure should also be em- 
braced by a rule, as well as redistribution 
of purses. 

After these opening remarks, Curry said 
that the Thoroughbred Research Commit- 
tee had drafted 2 sections of a corrupt- 
practices rule at its meeting in New York 
on September 30, and that copies of the 
proposal were in the hands of those 
present. 


Section 1. No narcotic, stimulant, de- 
pressant, or local anesthetic shall be ad- 
ministered to a horse which may affect 
his performance in a specific race. 

Chairman Lowe asked for a discussion 
on this section, and Gushen requested that 
the phrase “affect his performance” be 
clarified. He wondered whether “taking 
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away pain” would be considered pertinent 
to a change of performance, and whether 
the use of ice would be considered per- 
missible. 

Gushen’s questions were not dealt with 
in detail, since he expressed himself as 
satisfied when commissioner Edward E. 
Voynow (Ill.) explained that Section 1 
dealt only with the specified prohibition 
of narcotics. stimulants, depressants, and 
local anesthetics. 

William S. Miller (Ill) then asked 
Curry why his committee had chosen to 
use the term “performance.” which Miller 
felt to be too inclusive because it em- 
braced many things. He added that the 
Illinois rules used the term “speed.” 
Curry replied that it was perfectly 
possible that “speed” could be used in- 
stead, but his committee had _ selected 
the word “performance” and thought it 
appropriate. 


Discussion then centered on Section 2: 
If the stewards shall find that any medi- 
cations other than those that are from 
time to time approved by a standing 
technical committee of the NASRC have 
been administered for the purpdse of 
affecting the racing condition of a horse 
in a specific race, they shall take such 
action as they deem proper under the 
rules of racing. 


Richard White, former commissioner 
from Massachusetts and a life member 
of the NASRC, remarked that the TRC’s 
(Thoroughbred Research Committee) pro- 
posed rule could be acted on by the 
Uniform Rules Committee in any way 
that the group saw fit, but he pointed 
out that under the constitutional by-laws 
of the NASRC the URC (Uniform Rules 
Committee) had no legislative power and 
could only recommend change to the 
national body for its consideration. ; 

John Brennan, vice president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, 
read a statement from Spencer J. Dray- 
ton, president of the TRPB, who expres- 
sed himself as “categorically and unalter- 
ably opposed” to the appointment of a 
standing technical committee to set up 
an approved or “permissive” list of drugs. 
Drayton felt that acceptance of such a 
recommendation by the NASRC would 
undo good will and “ultimately destroy 
the confidence of the public.” Speaking 
of the duties of his organization, he stated 
it would be impractical to administer a 
rule which allowed horses to race under 
the effects of medication, regardless of 
how such drugs were classified. Enact- 
ment of such a rule would “open the 
door” for the use of other drugs which 
are presently illegal, he said. 

Lowe then said that he had received 
other letters and statements of opinion 
for entry in the record, but that he would 
not read them all in the interest of time. 


There were statements opposing a_per- 
missive drug list from George D. Wide- 
ner, chairman of The Jockey Club; S. 
Tupper Bigelow, chairman of the Ontario 
Racing Commission; Ashley Trimble 
Cole. chairman of the New York State 
Racing Commission; James Inglis, chair- 
man of the Michigan Racing Commission; 
George Grinnell, chairman of the New 
Hampshire Racing Commission; and H. 
A. Jones. trainer for Calumet Farm. Lowe 
also noted that he had received a state- 
ment from E. Barry Ryan, vice president 
of the American Trainers Association, 
favoring the report of the TRC, and a 
and a statement from Stephen Dumas, 
favoring a permissive drug list. 

John Manfuso, HPBA executive, con- 
gratulated the research committee for its 
work in drafting a  corrupt-practices 
rule, and he felt that “several” members, 
including Keene Daingerfield and H. S. 
Clark, who had not attended the last 
rule-drafting meeting, were in favor of 
the rule. and that their votes would 
have reflected a stronger group approval 
than the 5-to-4 vote by which the rule 
had been sent to the Uniform Rules 
Committee. He attributed “power politics” 
to some of those opposed to the principle 
of a permissive list of helpful drugs, and 
he strongly hinted that a failure to meet 
the issue would result in a more difficult 
situation. He expressed doubt that 
absolute uniformity could be achieved 
because of the wide divergence of opinion 
among states. 

Manfuso said that certain drugs were 
not being tested for in some areas be- 
cause of the difficulties and expense of 
conducting the proper tests, but he de- 
clined to name the areas to which he re- 
ferred. 


Curry explained that if Section 2 of the 
rule was approved by the NASRC there 
would. at the time of approval. be no 
drugs which were permissible, because 
they would not have been approved by 
a standing technical committee. He then 
checked this statement with David Satz, 
deputy attorney general for New Jersey 
and legal advisor to the Curry Committee, 
who verified Curry’s statement and stres- 
sed that acceptance of the rule by the 
NASRC would result in “no letting down 
of the bars.” 

Miller then asked Brennan if, in his 
opinion, trainers now checked with ste- 
wards before medicating their horses. 
And did Brennan assume that wherever 
the TRPB operated there was no medi- 
cation being used? Brennan replied that 
the type of medication allowed before races 
depended upon the judgment of the ste- 
wards; and if trainers medicated without 
checking they were taking a_ chance. 
Pressed on the point, he agreed that un- 
authorized medication was being given, 
that possibly 95 per cent of the horses

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required medication, but that there should 
be strict prohibition against medication 
before a race. 


Gushen, pressing further, asked Bren- 
nan for a yes or no answer to the question, 
“Should there be medication of any kind?” 
but Brennan held fast to the thinking of 
his group, that permissible medication 
would destroy public confidence in the 
sport. 

Gushen said, “Every day you can read 
in the Racing Form that horses have gone 
to the post sore. Does this protect the 
public? We must send horses to the post. 
not depressed, not stimulated, but sound. 
Stewards and vets should scratch these 
horses. Why is it we can treat our horses 
with one thing and not another? If we 
are to run with no medical help for any 
ailment, all right. but just try it and see 
how far we get.” 

Brennan agreed that more horses should 
be scratched, and Gushen continued, “I 
can have a vet come to my barn, and 
hell draw out the fluid from a knee 
and inject cortisone. You can use anti- 
coagulants for a bleeder, but you can’t 
use Butazolidin for a horse with an 
arthritic shoulder. Yes, say it— 
Butazolidin. There is no sense in the 
prohibition. Mr. Lowe has a letter from 
Jimmy Jones against it. Well, he used 
it—I’ve got a letter right here—he used 
Butazolidin last summer on a horse in 
Chicago.” 


Curry injected that the TRC had dis- 
cussed the philosophy of “permissive” and 
“prohibitive” lists at great length before 
submitting the rule for consideration. 

Brennan said that Section 1 of the pro- 
posed rule was sufficient, in his opinion, 
and that other questions could be left to 
the stewards. Curry replied that, with- 
out national action dealing with medi- 
cation, uniformity would be an impos- 
sibility. 

Brennan said that chemists were of the 
opinion that massive doses of Butazolidin 
might act as a depressant, and Dr. David 
Crisman, of the Association of Official 
Racing Chemists, gave a technical de- 
scription of the drug and its qualities, 
adding that there might be detrimental re- 
sults from the use of the drug. 

Lowe interrupted to state that the rules 
committee was not in session to discuss 
Butazolidin or any other specific drug, and 
that the discussion was to be confined to 
the proposed rule. 

Walter Donovan, vice president and 
general manager of Garden State Park 
and a member of the research committee. 
said that he was strongly opposed to a 
permissive list of drugs. He felt that the 
present rules of racing had worked well 
to establish the high state of public con- 
fidence in racing. A permissive list, sim- 
ply because a new drug had come on the 
market, would not only be a mistake but 
would start racing on an “endless road 


which could lead to destruction of public 
confidence.” He pointed out that the 
saliva and urine tests could be relied on, 
and he said that they were the “tools” 
with which racing had to work. 


Donovan took exception to remarks 
made by Manfuso. Any inference that 
“power politics” had played a part in the 
work of members of the TRC was an un- 
just and incorrect criticism of men who 
had a sincere interest in the sport, re- 
gardless of their views on medication. He 
also disagreed with Gushen’s remarks 
relative to the scratching of sore horses. 

Curry, trying to return to the issue at 
hand, pointed out that his committee had 
tried to draft a rule which would serve to 
establish uniformity, and that the rule 
under consideration might do the job. 

Miller asked whether Section 1 prohib- 
ited all drugs except narcotics, depres- 
sants. or local anesthetics, but would al- 
low the use of other medications, and 
William Fitzgerald. commissioner from 
New Hampshire, inquired — specifically 
whether Butazolidin would be permissible. 

Satz replied that other drugs would be 
permissible if they did not affect the rac- 
ing performance of a horse, and White 
suggested the term medication be added 
to the phrase “narcotics, depressants, or 
local anesthetics” because other drugs 
with other properties might later be pro- 
hibited. 

Curry said that the basic idea behind

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medication had been expressed best by 
Cassidy, who had said that medication 
which was beneficial to the health of a 
horse and helped his physical condition 
was philosophically acceptable as long as 
the medication was not a narcotic, stimu- 
lant, a depressant, or a local anesthetic, 
and as long as other medications were not 
used for fraudulent purposes. 


Manfuso stated that an impartial tech- 
nical group could deny the use of drugs 
which fell into the prohibited categories. 

Cassidy reaffirmed the position of The 
Jockey Club as totally opposed to the 
adoption of a permissive drug list; but 
his personal opinion was something else, 
though he opposed the principle of a per- 
missive list. 

Gushen said that Section 1 was a satis- 
factory rule which horsemen “could live 
with,” and that there was no need for 
Section 2. He suggested that a committee 
be appointed to determine if Butazolidin 
was a stimulant or a depressant or a nar- 
cotic. He pointed out that adoption of Sec- 
tion 2 by the rules committee and _ its 
recommendation to the national conven- 
tion of the NASRC in June of 1961 would 
take too much time before horsemen could 
receive relief from the present “confused 
situation.” Manfuso and John Machise, 
also of the HBPA, agreed, and Gushen 
suggested that the rules committee re- 
lease the various states from their commit- 


ments to follow the medication stand of 
the last annual convention of the NASRC. 
He added that Illinois had “shown cour- 
age” in acting to permit the use of Buta- 
zolidin. 

Curry replied that the state racing com- 
missions were free to exercise their own 
judgment with regard to Butazolidin, but 
he felt that the rules committee had no 
authority to make such a recommendation. 
He said that, perhaps, there had been 
some confusion about the proposed rule, 
and he was willing to reconvene his com- 
mittee to clarify it. (He added that he 
had information from a leading pharma- 
cologist which indicated that Butazolidin 
had undesirable qualities, and Gushen of- 
fered testimonials from veterinarians stat- 
ing that the drug was beneficial and not 
injurious to the health of horses.) 

Miller said that he appreciated the 
work of the TRC. But the time involved 
in activating a technical committee, under 
Section 2. would be a hardship on racing. 
He also stated that Illinois, though it had 
not been represented at the NASRC con- 
vention in Mexico City, had consulted 
with president Poxson before allowing 
the use of Butazolidin, and therefore had 
not shown contempt for the NASRC. 

The committee took up several other 
items on its agenda (The Blood-Horse of 
October 29, page 1086), then met in 


executive session, after which chairman 
Lowe made the following statement: 


“The Uniform Rules Committee has 
unanimously agreed that no action can be 
taken at this time on the report and sug- 
gestions of the Thoroughbred Research 
Committee. At the request of president 
Benjamin T. Poxson, the matter has been 
returned to committee, and chairman Neil 
J. Curry will reconvene the committee 
and devote further time and study to 
clarify and draft a suggested rule. He ex- 
pects to accomplish this objective by De- 
cember 1, and the committee’s recom- 
mendations will be presented on December 
10 at a meeting of the Uniform Rules 
Committee in Miami, Fla.” 

Curry later said that, in his political 
experience, he had never found legislation 
to be an easy process, but because of the 
sincere interest of all parties in finding 
a solution which would result in uniform- 
ity he felt that his committee would be 
able to draft a rule which would be ac- 
ceptable to the Uniform Rules Committee. 

Poxson also expressed himself as con- 
fident that an acceptable rule could be 
drafted. As a matter of fact, if the Uni- 
form Rules Committee on December 10 
did not like the Curry Committee’s rule 
it would draft its own. Then, in order to 
save time, Poxson would recommend to 
the executive committee of the NASRC 
that a special convention be called.

The Breeders’ Sales Company sold 492
